IDF troops shot and killed two 
Palestinians during a clash yesterday 
at Kafr Rai cear Jenin, military 
sources said. Palestinian sources 
said a third man had been killed in 
the clash. 

The military sources said soldiers 
who entered the village were sur- 
rounded on all sides by a mob that 
pelted them with rocks and bottles. 
‘The troops apened fire at the legs of 
the rioters in order to extnicate 
themselves, the sources said. 

Palestinian sources identified the 
dead as Jalal Muhammad Abu Aris, 
21, shot in the chest; Muhammad 
Yihya, 20, shot in the back; Fuad 
Saleh, 22, shot in the leg. Palestin- 
ian sources claimed that Saleh bled 
to death as be was transported on 
the hood of a military jeep to a local 
ambulance, that took him to Nab- 


lus. 

More than 130 Palestinians have 
been killed since the start of the 
uprising in the territories December 
9. Two Israelis have been slain.

Dozens of prominent politicians charged with corruption 


The shame of Mingo County 


WILLIAMSON, West Virginia (AP) -- It was bad 
enough when they convicted Kermit’s police chief for 
selling drugs and the fire chief for setting fires. Then the 
former county sheriff admitted he had sold his job to the 
highest bidder. 

And last week, a special grand jury retumed indict- 
ments charging 16 of Mingo County’s most prominent 
politicians ~ including state legislators, a prosecutor and 
the mayor of the county seat ~ with bribery and conspir- 
acy to subvert free elections in Mingo County. 


The grand jury. one of three convened as part of 2 
state and federal task force investigating corruption in 
the county, is not yet finished. Circuit Judge Dan 
O'Hanlon, brought in from another county, says the 
grand jury will remain empaneled through July and will 
be in session on Election Day to hear any complaints of 
vote fraud. 

A grand jury is a panel of citizens who review evi- 
dence and decide whether a case should go to trial and, 
if so, which charges should be filed. 

In all, some 60 people from Mingo County have been 
convicted on state or federal charges in the past two 


years. 

The investigations started separately, with the federal 
‘government breaking a drug and arson ring that operat- 
ed.openly in the tiny town of Kermit. At the other end of 


the county, the state tackled allegations of vote fraud in 
Gilbert's municipal elections. 

The deeper the investigators looked, the more perva- 
sive the corruption seemed. 

Mingo County is isolated, located in the heart of 
Appalachia on the southwestern border with Kentucky. 
The isolation has had its darker side, and the region was 
known for years as “bloody Mingo.” It first hit newspa- 
per front pages in the 19th century, when the Hatfield 
clan feuded in pitched battles with the McCoy clan from 
across the border in Kentucky. 

These days the boom and bust cycles of the coalfield 
economy still dominate most lives in Mingo, and the 
economy has been bust since the early 1980s. 

The area's poverty and isolation allowed corruption 
to flourish, according to Assistant U.S. Attorney Joe 
Savage, who heads the federal side of the investigation. 

Savage points out that of the county's 36,000 resi- 
dents, only 8.700 have jobs, And of those 8,700 jobs, he 
says, more than 2,600 are controlled by politicians - the 
school board, the county commission, the anti-poverty 
agencies. As a result, he says, many people feel they 
must vote the way they"re told by the politicians who 
contro} their livelihood. 

“You can’t fault the’people of Mingo County," says 
Savage. “People anywhere could find themselves in this 
situation if conditions were right.”

Herzog added that the current 
trouble is one of “structure and 
management, or a systen that has 
not suited itself to changes in mod- 
em medicine.

In the past, Herzog had been in-

Research is developing techniques that force fish to 
ovulate by treating them with synthetic hormones 
similar to those given to barren women. 

Work is also being done there on growth hor- 
mones, with genetic engineering attempts to isolate 
the gene that is responsible for their production. 
This is easier in fish than in mammals, as fish 
produce a massive number of eggs, and they are 
externally fertilized, thus allowing scientists to tin- 
ker with natural biological processes. 


INSTEAD OF A liver transplant, people may 
someday be able to have their diseased livers “re- 
furbished” and retumed to their bodies. A team of 
Italian doctors has recently succeeded in doing just 
that with pigs. 

According to a recent issue in the British weekly, 
New Scientist, the doctors performed experimental 
surgery on 100 pigs and had a 90 per cent success 
rate. The livers were treated with radiation or 
drugs and replaced. Both pigs and humans can live 
under medical supervision for up to two days with- 
out their livers, but the liver can last only six hours 
outside the body, so doctors must complete treat- 
ment within that time. 

Aris Zonta of the Pavia University Hospital says 
that there are several liver diseases that can be 
treated only by transplant, but that would respond 
well to radiation or powerful drugs if the liver were 
removed from the body. Cancer and severe fungal 
infections are included.

But the timing of surgery to remove the - 
Tumours markedly influenced the likelihood that 
cancer would have spread to the lungs by 28 days 
after the operation. Hrushesky said. 

Sixteen of 60 mice (27 per cent) that underwent 
Surgery near the fertility peak of the cycle were 
found to be free of iung involvement, compared 
with nine of 73 (12.3 per cent) that had surgery in 
the infertile phase. 

In human terms, the highest cure rate corre- 
sponds to surgery just before and during ovulation, 
with the lowest rate corresponding to surgery 
around menstruation, Hrushesky said. 

He noted that he had no detailed explanation for 
the results. The trauma of surgery may affect the 
balance between cancer and the disease-fighting 
immune system differently at different times in the 
estrous cycle, he said. He emphasized the results 
do not imply that cancer cells are spread from the 
tumor by surgery. 

The next step is to examine hospital charts to see 
if a similar pattern appears in human breast can- 
cers. and to study women after they have breast 
concer surgery at known points in the menstrual 
cycle.

World population is growing rapidly: it will prob- 
ably double to about 10 billion people before it 
more or less stabilizes in a century or so. But the 
bigger and less appreciated change will be in the 
character of the future population. The fraction of 
people who are literate and wealthy by historic 
standards will increase at least twice as much as the 
total population: it will grow from a small minority 
to the vast majority of people of the world. In 
about a century, then. the civilized, modern popu- 
lation within which Judaism will be living will be 
about 10 times as farge as it is today. 


The world of tomorrow will have some other’ 


striking characteristics. First, education and com- 
munication will make all humanity much more 
nearly a single market -- not only for goods, but also 
for ideas or models of how to live. 

Second, since most people will be living what 
must be considered, in historic terms, wealthy 
lives, they will not be completely dominated by 
survival demands; they will be searching for mean- 
ing and purpose in their lives; and they will be free 
to make choices based on their search. In 100 or 

‘200 years this will be true of the grea. majority of. 
people. 
BEFORE fooking at the implications of these 
changes for Judaism, we should note one more 
change. In most of the second half of the nearly 
4,000 years of our Jewish history, we have had to be 
fearful of the idea of large numbers of people 
converting to Judaism. We were weak, and the 


strong did not hesitate to destroy those who threat- 
ened or annoyed them. It would be naive to think 
that the world has completely changed, maybe it 
never will. But already, ruthless power determines 
much less than it used to, and, more important, we 
Jews have much more power to defend ourselves 
than we have had during most of the last 2,000 
years. We nu longer need be dominated by the fear 
that if we attract attention we will be attacked and 


This all adds up to a tremendous opportunity for 
the expansion of Judaism. If classic Judaism repre- 
sents a superior way of life and/or the way God 
wants people to live, why shouldn't tens or humdreds 
of millions of people choose to become Jews? By 
“choosing to become Jews” I mean deciding to join 
their fate with and to love the Jewish people, and to 
live a Jewish life with the Jewish people according 
to Jewish law, as best they can, after ἃ conversion 
according to that law. 

How can Judaism be good for us but not for 
others? And if it is not eventually good for us why 
have we been called on to keep it alive? Judaism 
must be more than a cruel burden for a chosen 
people. If we can get away from the thinking that 
characterized our “survival” period, we will re- 
member that Judaism can be -- as it was meant to be 
— a joy. 

: This view of future Jewish possibilities telis us 
something about our role as Jews today. We, and 
especially the Jews of Israel, are determining the 
future of Judaism by showing the world what kind 
of life, what kind of people, and what kind of state 
Judaism produces.

however. a gaping hole in the middle. The Bank of 
Israel is, in its usual timid manner, nudging the banks to 
be more forthcoming. Some individual banks are volun- 
tarily releasing specific facts and figures, when they 
think it serves their temporary purposes. This is a start, 
of sorts. But the time has surely come to spell things out .

LAST Wednesday's bloody events in Samaria have had a 
peculiar effect on the Israeli public. The killing of two Arabs 
by armed Jewish civilians outside the village of Beita was 
passed over in virtual silence, and no call was raised for a 
probe of the circumstances of the killings; not even by the 
minister of justice. The killing, in circumstances not yet fully 
established, of a Jewish girl inside Beita, however, has trig- 
gered an explosion of hate aimed directly at the Beita villagers, 
and indirectly at all Palestinians. : 

One leading public figure stood out for the promptness and 
ugliness of his reaction. Allowing himself not a moment of cool 
thinking before speaking out on the subject last Wednesday, 
he strongly urged that the entire village be razed to the ground 
and that its rioting inhabitants be expelled from the country. It 
was the minister of justice, Avraham Sharir, who came out 


Since then Mr. Sharir has, so to speak, recanted. He must 
have realized that his advocacy of a vengeful, collective pun- 
ishment for the mass of Beita villagers not only was the anti- 
thesis of any notion of the rule of law but that it placed him 
outside the pale of decency. Even Ariel Sharon, not known for 
speaking to tke cabinet was willing to spare the 
houses of those villagers who had sheltered and aided the 
distressed members of the hiking party. And Mr. Sharon is not 


The justification put out on behalf of Mr. Sharir is that what 
he said last week, he said as a private person under the 
stressful impact of a shocking deed. It was, in other words, not 
a ministerial act, and he would not be repeating it; it should, 
therefore, be forgiven and forgotten. 

And why not, indeed ? A justice minister in the little time 
allowed by his perpetual globetrotting as minister of tourism, 
Mr. Sharir has been a great one himself for forgiving and 
forgetting.

“Moreover, 1 think that the Sovi- 
et Union would now be prepared to 
resume relations once peace negoti- 
ations start, as opposed to before, 
when that was to be the prize, at the 
end of negotiations.” 


Gorbachev's statement also can 
be seen as a signal to the U.S. that 
Russia has a role to play in the Mid- 
die East — following U.S. Secretary 
of State George Shultz's aot verv 
successful visit to the region. 

“Shultz is trying to do everything 
on his own,” said Roi. “Gorbachev 
wants to show that he can influence 
events. What the Palestinians do 
and say in fact be controlled 
by Gorbachev, nobody else.” 

The continued unrest in the terri- 
tories has stirred the Soviet leader's 
interest in the Arab-Israeli conflict, 
because it gives the Soviet Union 
added leverage as a partner in peace 
efforts, Roi added. 

“With everything happening in 
the territories, Gorbachev has 
chips.

On the other hand, Roi doesn't 
see the Soviet statement as particu- 
larly kind to Israel, despite its insis- 
tence on Israel's right to exist. He 
noted that Gorbachev's statement 
talked about Israel's retum to the 
1967 borders as the “key precondi- 
tion" to any peace settlement. That 
suggests that the Soviets “are not 
even talking about the 1967 borders 
as the final borders, but negotiations 
based on the 1947 partition plan,” 
Roi said. 

The 1947 partition plan also fig- 
ures prominently in an interview 
with Arafat in Moscow to be pub- 
lished tomorrow in the Israeli com- 
munist press. 


In the interview, the PLO leader 
said he and Gorbachev to 
honour the 1947 UN: resolution di- 
viding Palestine into Jewish and Pal- 
estinian states. Since Israel already 
exists, the problem is to found a 
Palestinian state, said Arafat, Ra- 
kah officials revealed details of the 
interview yesterday. a 

But Arafat also reportedly said 
that the “them or us” stance of 
right-wing circles in Israel is “‘defi- 
nitely not our attitude.

Pravda quoted Gorbachev as telling 
Arafat: “The Palestinians are a peo- 
ple with a difficult fate. But they 
receive broad international support, 
and this is the guarantee for resolv- 
ing the main question for Palestin- 
ians -- self-determination. 

“In the same way,” Gorbachev 
said, “recognition of the state of 
Israel, consideration of its security 
interests, [and] the solution to this 
question is a necessary element for 
the establishment of peace and 
good-neighbourliness in the region, 
based on the principles of interna- 
tional law.”

From unrest to peace 


FOUR MONTHS of mob violence 
seem to have come as ἃ surprise to 
most Jews and Arabs alike. It came 
upon us without any prior notice, 
and quickly spread to the towns, 
villages and roads of Gaza, Judea 
and Samaria, and to the streets of 
Israel's capital, Jerusalem. But the 
two elements that made it all possi- 
ble were there for all to see. While 
the fanaticism and brutality; so char- 
acteristic of the Middle East, pre- 
vails amongst the Arab population 
in the territories, that populatoin 
has come to know Israel's society, 
with all its faults and failings, these 
past 20 years. The fanaticism and 
the use of violence, 


response to it would be limited and 
restrained. 


Television provided the feedback 
through which the initial distus- 
bances spread. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of TV viewers in the territo- 
ries nightly saw the coverage of the 
day's riots, including the EDF's inef- 
fectual attempts to control them. It 
not surprising that many decided 
to imitate the following day what 
they had seen on TV the previous 
evening. 

The unrest itself is characterized 
by three factors: 

Φ Hate — One cannot fail to be im- 
pressed by the wild hate for Jews 
and the State of Israel in the hearts 
and minds of the rioters — men, 
women, and children. A violent 
hate reminiscent of the Arab anti- 
Jewish riots in Mandatory Palestine. 
The fanatic outbursts are not unlike 
similar scenes from the Iraqi-Iranian 
war that we have been exposed to 
on our TV screens these last few 


years. 

Φ Unlimited demands -- To the ex- 
tent that the riots are projecting a 
political message, it is a demand for

the destruction of the State of Israel 
and the expulsion of the Jews from a 
Jand the Arabs consider theirs. 
Those who look for moderation and 
expressions of a feadiness to com- 
promise will not find them. It is no 
accident that many of the rioters are 
residents of the refugee camps in 
Gaza, Judea and Samaria, and that 
the demand for the “right of return” 
to the cities and villages abandoned 
by their parents and grandparents in 
1984 is voiced unequivocally. 

© Lack ‘of ide control — Ai- 
though the PLO is trying to ride the 
wave of unrest and 4 number of 
PLO constituent organizations are 
sending “instructions™ to the riot- 
ers, it is clear the violence in the 
territories is ἃ spontaneous reftec- 
tion of the feelings and mood of the 
Arab population there. Neither 
Arab countries such as Jordan or 
Egypt, nor the PLO, have control 
over this population. Some have 
sympathy for the Islamic Holy War 
and Khomeini's exposition of it, and 
others support the various branches 
of the PLO, bat the riots are of local 
origin and not imported from the 
outside. ᾿ 


FROM THE Israeli -side of the 
“green line,” Israel's Arab citizens 
are observing recent events in the 
territories. Many of them seem to 
identify with those who are throwing 
rocks and Molotov cocktails. Some 
even to carry out these very 
same acts in Israel itself. This may 
reflect the feelings of the majority of 
Israel’s Arab citizens, but it is cer- 
tainly not indicative of the views of 
all of them. 

It is just at this very difficult time 
that we find many of Israel's Arab 
citizens, including a number of 
heads of Arab local councils, refus- 
ing to be swept away in the wave of 
fanaticism and hate, c ing re- 


straint and observance Hee ae 
Forty years ‘of living in Israel wit 
their Jewish neighbours and the pro- 
gress that has been made towards 
integrating them in Israeli society 
have brought a significant part of 
Israel's Arab citizens to the point 
where they do not wish to identify 
with actions that are obviously 
aimed at hurting the State of Israel. 
It is argued that only a “political 
solution” can restore order. It is un- 
likely that this argument rests on 
solid foundations, unless it is intend- 
ed that Israel surrender to the most 
extreme Arab demands. Neither 
Hussein, Assad. nor Mubarak con- 
trols the Arab population in the ter- 
fitories, and it 15 doubtful that any of 
them can speak for them or under- 
take any commitments in their 
name. . 
The attempt made 10 years ago at 
Camp David to reach a political set- 
tlement for Judea. Samaria and 
Gaza with Egypt failed. President 
Mubarak now refers to the Camp 
David agreements as a *‘dead 
horse.” Is there any reason to be- 
fieve that the chances of reaching a 
political solution for these areas 
with King Hussein are any better? 
The conclusion seems to be that 
only development of relations with 
the Arab population in Judea, Sa- 
maria and Gaza can serve as the 
basis for progress. A better under- 
tanding between, Jews and Arab 
may lead to agreement in the future. 
Little bas been done so far in this 
direction. Whereas Israel has made 
ἃ Significant but not sufficient effort 
to establish good relations with its 
Arab citizens, next to nothing has 
been accomplished in that direction 
as regards the Arab population in 
the territories. Just about the only 
significant connection existing be- 
tween them and Israel these past 20 
years has been the daily entry of 


some 100,000 Arab labourers into 
the Israeli economy to do the work 
that Jews were not ready to do. This 
cannot possibly lead to good rela- 
tions and agreement; the current un- 
rest is probably fed by frustrations 
bom of this situation. 


EVEN THOSE proposing that Isra- 
εἰ leave Judea, Semaria and Gaza 
certainly are aware that there would 
be no return to the conditions exist- 
ing before 1967, where neither Arab 
nor Jew could cross the border. The 
physical contact between Israel's 
population and the population in the 
territories has become a fact of life. 
Changing the nature of that contact 
from violence'to understanding and 
friendship is the challenge that faces 


all those searching for peace be- 
tween Jews and Arabs. 

With the best of intentions it will 
take time to adequately meet this 
challenge. What is needed is ἃ com- 
bination of patience and persever- 
ance. It took 40 years to attain sig- 


nificant but still modest 
improvement of relations between 
the Jewish and Arab citizens of Isra- 
el. It is to be hoped that this rate of 
progress can be substantially accel- 
erated in developing sound relations 
with the Arab population in the ter- 
ritories. No real peace seems to be 
in sight until that task is 
accomplished.

In a well documented publication 
by the Zoryan Institute for Contem- 
porary Armenian Research and 
Documentation, which quotes Hit- 


ler’s High Command as stating “Ar- 
menians are even worse than Jews,” 
Hitler told bis generals: “Be tough 
and ruthless! Act more brutally and 
quickly than the others! The citizens 
of Europe must shudder in horror. 
Our strength is in our quickness and 
brutality. Ghengis Khan had mil- 
lions of women and children killed 
by his own will and with a gay heart. 
History sees in him a great state 
builder. What weak Westent Euro- 
pean civilization thinks about me 
does not matter. I have given the 
order and will have everyone shot 
who utters even one word of 
criticism...” 

Thus Hitler was encouraged by 
the world’s indifference to the fate 
of the Armenians, and. while the 
Jews were his main targets, his ide- 
ologist Alfred Rosenberg asked for 
legislation “to protect the. German 
blood from contamination, not only 
of the Jewish but aiso of the Arne- 
nian blood."

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ROME DOES NOT SPEAK FOR ALL CHRISTIANS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - Haim Shapiro violates his 
usual standards of journalism in his 
report of March 31, “Official con- 
cern over Christian politicization.” 

The story is justifiably critical of a 
Catholic prelate’s defending “Pales- 
tinian” sedition against Israel; it un- 
justifiably lays his anti-Bible politics 
against “Christians,” instead of spe- 
cafiying “Catholics.” 

Rome does not speak for all 
Christians, but only for itself, partic- 


ularly in its politics against Israel; 
even though other Bibte-defying 
“Christians” may share its or their 
own theological aberrations against 
the Jews. 

This is a dangerous misrepresen- 
tation now, when the U.S. 
of State has just sought Vatican in- 
put on his current “peace process” 
by calling on the Pope.

And, as much as we hesitate to 
contemplate the possibility, a back- 
lash might also be provoked by an 
atrocity committed against the Ar- 
abs in the territories by Israelis. ei- 
ther settlers or soldiers, in an excess 
of zeal to suppress the riots. 

But if the television cameras are 
not there to record the tragic event 
of to review its bitter aftermath, or 
if the reports are pushed off the 
American screen by more pressing 
news, then even a shocking incident 
of that sort will not have much of an 

American observers have in- 
formed us that the negative image of 
Israel com by TV coverage of 
-the current disturbances has not yet 
‘reached the intensity produced by 
the bombardment of Beirut and the 
Phalangist massacre of Palestinian 
refugees during the Lebanon War. 


The war and Sabra and Shatilla 
provoked a harsh reaction against 
Israel among the American public. 
But the current reaction to Israel's 
suppression of the uprising bears 
more resemblance to the way Amer- 
icans perceived, or failed to per- 
ceive, the Pollard affair. 

In public opinion polls at that 

time, only a small proportion of 
non-Jews identified Pollard as a spy, 
and most of them thought he had 
been working for the Soviet Union 
rather than for Israel. To most 
Americans at this point, Israel's 
handling of the riots is just another 
issue. 
So as we await the next instalment 
in the saga of the American Jewish 
reaction to the Palestinian uprising, 
we should keep our eyes on the 
small screen. For onty when masses 
of Americans get their cue from the 
tube to come down hard on Israel is 
it likely that liberal Jewish leaders 
will feel impelled to break ranks 
with their conformist colleagues, 
and take bold action.
